No easy solution

DEAR POLLY — We recently bought a used car with 
some stickers on the bumper. Is there a way I can remove

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Series Recalls County’s Beginnings 


(Editor’s 
Note: 
The 
following is the first in a 
series about the beginnings 
of Collin County and its 
pioneer resident, 
Collin 
McKinney. It is furnished by 
the Heritage Guild of the 
Collin County Historical 
Society in 
honor of the 
nation’s 
Bicentennial 
celebration.) 
The first settlers came to 
Collin County from 
Ken­ 
tucky, 
Tennessee, 
and 
Arkansas about 1841. 
The first legislature to 
meet under the Constitution 
of the State in 1846 created 
Collin County with several 
others--Denton, Hunt, and 
Grayson -out of the territory 
of Fannin County, which at 
that time embraced almost 
all of Northeast Texas. 
The first county seat was 
Buckner, but in 1848 it was 
moved about three miles 
eastward from Buckner to a 
point 
more 
nearly 
the 
geographical center of the 
county. 
The 
county 
seat 
and 
county were both named for 
Collin 
McKinney, 
land 
surveyor, patriot, legislator, 
one of the fifty-six signers of 
the Texas Declaration of 
Independence, and author of 
the law creating counties in 
the northernpart of the State 
with straight line boun­ 
daries, and in tiers across 
the State from east to west. 
‘Black Land Belt’ 
Collin County is in North 
Central Texas, and lies 
wholly in the rich “ black 
land belt” of Texas -one of 
the richest 
agricultural 
areas in the State. Seven- 
eighths of the county is black 
waxy soil. 
The eastern half of the 
county is drained by the East 
Fork of the Trinity and its 
smaller tributaries from 
north to south; the western 
half of the county is drained 
by the Elm Fork of the 
Trinity River. 
The first election was held 
in Collin County on July 13, 
1846, and “ Firsts” in the

Rising Values 
The average taxable value 
of land per acre in Collin 
County in 1849 was 68 cents. 
In 1850 it was 75 cents and it 
rose to $5.75 average per 
acre in 1872. In 1923, the 
average taxable value of 
land in the county was $25 to 
$50 per acre. The average in 
1959 was $54.67. 
The first newspaper in the 
county was the McKinney 
Messenger, published by 
James W. Thomas in 1858. 
McKinney is located an 
equal distance from Dallas. 
Denton, 
Sherman 
and 
Green ville--the 
four 
surrounding county seats. 
McKinney 
was 
in­ 
corporated in 1849 and re­ 
incorporated 
and 
the 
boundaries 
of 
the 
city 
established by an election on 
May 28, 1859. 
George 
White 
and 
Ethelred Whitely surveyed 
and plotted the townsite in 
1848. 
McKinney had its first 
railroad in 1872-the Houston 
and Texas Central Railroad. 
First City Hall 
Contract was let for the 
first City Hall in 1882 on 
South Kentucky Street at the 
exhorbitant sum of $1,350. 
The structure was occupied 
in 1883 by the City Council 
consisting of Mayor J.L. 
Doggett and six aldermen. 
In 1909, the citizens voted a 
$10,000 bond issue for the 
erection of the second City 
Hall. The old aldermanic 
form of government came to 
an end on November 5, 1912, 
when the citizens voted to 


adopt the commission form 
of government, with H A.

dining hall of the mansion 
into a church. 
And if all Muscatello’s 
dreams come true, there will 
be a food distribution bank 
set up, too. He has already 
inquired 
about 
food 
donations 
from 
local 
distributors. 
But, in order to carry out 
their plans, the ministers 
need money, so they are 
charging $1.50 for a tour of 
the eerie four-story castle to 
pay 
for renovations. 
A 
night’s stay costs $15. 
The people of the neigh­ 
borhood refuse to go near the 
place, according to Swope, 
because they say they’ve 
seen a tall, slender woman 
garbed in black standing on 
one of the upper balconies. 
But neighborhood folklore 
is not expected to affect the 
food center. The ministers 
feel if one is hungry enough 
hell eat anywhere. 
Swope said, “ There are no 
evil spirits here. 
“ Right now, they’ve done 
the worst they can do to 
me.” he said, “ and that’s 
scares me.” 
Swope, who lived in the 
castle for IO weeks by 
himself, with 
his radio 
blaring at night to drown out 
the other sounds, often calls ^ 
on Karen to make her 
presence known. Karen’s 
place is a third floor room 
fittingly called “ the cold 
room” because it tends to 
stay IO degrees cooler than 
the rest of the house. 
He said she usually per­ 
forms for visitors when her 
name is called by placing 
her hand on someone’s neck 
or shoulder. Swope said that 
usually converts skeptics 
into believers. 
The cold room is sparsely 
furnished with one lone 
round table. The doorknob 
on the closet has been 
removed because Swope 
said 
people 
were 
ac­ 
cidentally locking them­ 
selves in. 
“ The closest we have ever 
come to having a person 
faint is when a woman en­ 
tered this room and heard 
someone calling from the 
closet,” he said. The voice 
came from a woman who 
was patiently waiting for 
someone to unlock the door. 
This room is thought to 
have been Karen’s bedroom. 
The young girl, Swope said, 
reportedly was hanged from 
a rafter on the fourth floor in 
the cubicle where the or­ 
chestra was housed during 
ballroom activities. 
He said legend says that 
Karen 
was 
accidentally 
killed during an argument 
between her father and her 
Iwyfriend. The girl’s body 
was then hanged from the 
rafter to make her death 
appear to be a suicide. 
Holzer is not a medium, so 
he admits he doesn’t feel the 
presence of spirits. 
“ I! should be understood 
that 
most 
sightings 
or 
h H u n t i n g s 
a r e 
psychometric,” Holzer ex­ 
plained. “ Impressions differ 
from hauntings 
They are 
just imprints from the past 
that 
will eventually 
fade 
away.” 
Holzer’s main concern on 
the recent 
trip was the 
human bones found in a 
passageway which had been 
opened up in January. 
Holzer 
criticized 
the 
ministers for not giving the 
bones, which dated back at 
least 50 years, a Christian 
burial. 
Muscatels 
said 
the 
coroner’s office would not 
give up the bones. He said a 
spokesman indicated the 
bones would be buried in 
Potter’s Field. 
A coroner’s investigation 
could not establish the sex or 
age of whoever died in that 
plastered-up 
passageway 
Holzer indicated the spirit 
of the bones could come back 
to haunt the mansion. 
The stately house was built 
by Hannes Tiedermann, a 
cooper who emigrated with 
his wife Louisa from Ger­ 
many in the late 1800s. 
The $60,000 home was 
completed in 1864. At that 
time, there were 30 rooms in 
the mansion, many of them 
used to house other German 
immigrants. 
At least nine of Tieder- 
mann’s family died in the 
house, and legend has it 
many more lost their lives in 
mysterious 
murders. 
Tiedermann was the only 
member of his family to 
leave the house alive, in 1899.
